1. Welcome and Introductions 

2. Review and acceptance of April Meeting Minutes 

3. We are Arlington Conversation Project Update: Zhen Riu was cancelled. 5 parents agreed to 
come. Charles is willing to try to host it again. No word from Cheryl as of the May meeting on 
progress. No more conversations set up for now. Data from the Conversations was supposed to 
be presented at Town Day on Sept 21. 

4. Next meeting will be on June 10. The Conversations sub-committee should touch base before 
June 10 about future plans for Conversations. Is any data going to be available for Town Day? 

5. True Story: We are supposed to get back to Christopher from True Story by August 10. They need 
various themes. At Conversations we should get the contact info from participants, so that they 
can get information from True Story and participate. 

6. Training for Conversations: When Cheryl returns from Kenya, we should have a training for 
interested Conversations facilitators. We need a script, so that someone can step in if another 
facilitator is unavailable. 

7. We should recruit people at Town Day for Conversations. Perhaps, have True story presenting 
right in front of the booth at Town Day or can we have them on the stage? Mary will contact 
True Story to see if it is enough to give them themes 2 weeks prior to Town Day. Claire will check 
about who is in charge of Town Day. A round August 12, we should have a pre-planning meeting 
for Town Day.
